2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims I-5 f 8-11 and 14-15 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Malhotra. 
Claims 1-5, 8-11 and 14-15 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over Malhotra. 

Malhotra discloses magnetic coating compositions comprising nitrile rubber and mixtures of Cr203 and magnetite in relative 
amounts of 20 to 70 parts by weight. 

Claim 5 lacks novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Penneck. 

Claim 5 lacks an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over Penneck. 



Penneck discloses high voltage materials comprising rubber and chromic oxide at claim 13. 



Claims 6, 7, 12-13 and 16-23 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest 
the use of mixtures of chromous and chromic oxides, mixtures of chromic oxide and ferrite, the production of gloves or the 
muUtplaycr structures of claims 16-23. 

Claims 1-23 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus possess industrial applicability because the subject matter 
claimed can be made or used in industry.
